There are two candidates for the 


nomination for governor. Hon. Nahum 
J. Bachelder oC Anntrim, and General 
Stephen H. Gale of Exeter, and the 
chances appear to favor the former. 


The storm center is around the plank 


in the platform dealing with the liq- 
uor question. A plank drafted by the 
sub-committee took notice of non-en- 
forcement in the cities and 
large 


towns, and recommended that the next 
legislature re-examine the liquor stat- 
utes with a view to making changes. 


The prohibition element, led by Mr. 


Reruick of Littleton refuses to accept 
this plank and will offer a substitute 
demanding a referendum at the March 
election. If the people then vote 
a change in the law, the legislature 
is pledged to enact it. 


The local option forces threaten to 


offer a straight local option plank, in 
case the 
prohibitionists 
carry the 


fight into the convention. The advo- 
cates of license, in some form or oth- 
er, appear to dominate the situation 
and some of the prohibitionists threat- 
en a bolt in case their proposition for 
a retendum is rejected.

The greatest weight of green fodder 


was obtained when the plant was cut 
while in full bloom, i. e. tassels and 
silk formed, but more nutrients were 
obtained when the 
corn 
had 
fully 


formed ears at the roasting stage. This 
was because the piant at the earlier 
stage contained more water and the 
practical effect of harvesting at these 
two stages was that it \vould take 
sixteen tons of corn fodder in bloom 
to equal twelve tons when the ears 
had filled out. This is a 
point on 


which the experiments 
of 
different 


sections of the country with different 
varieties uniformly agree. 


A variety of corn which reaches thia 


stage of maturity is therefore better 
for the silo than a variety which has 
TO be cut before, tin.- tars are much 
developed. 


The Learning corn, a yellow 
dent 


variety, tuinlis this requirement 
for 


the southern half of New Hampshire. 
For sections where learning will not 
reach the roasting-ear stage, Sanford 
corn, a white flint variety, is good. 


In milk production, Sanford silage 


was slightly superior to Learning- and 
a late southern variety was inferior 
to it. This variation in quality was 
evidently due to the differences in 
maturity, Sanford 
being most ad- 


vanced. 


The Learning, however, yielded one 


fourth more fodder per acre than the 
Sanford, and as much as the southern 
corn. 


The results of using different quan- 


tities of seed showed that the standard 
of one-half bushel of seed per acre 
gave best results on the whole 
in 


composition and quantity 
together. 


One or two bushels of seed respective- 
ly per acre produced an inferior qual- 
ity of fodder, while increasing the to- 
tal weight of the crop. 


The most prominent change occur- 


ing in the crop after putting in the 
silo is the destruction of the sugars 
in the fodder during: the fermentation. 
The sugars are most abundant in the 
corn plant while the ears are forming, 
but change to- starch as the kernals 
fill out. 
Starch suffered little change 


in the silo. 


This makes an additional argument 


for allowing corn to become fairly 
mature before harvesting for the silo. 
Not only is there more water at the 
earlier stages: but on account of the 
higher proportion of sugar, at those 
periods, there will be greater losses 
after storage. 


There is a proverb which suggests 


the wisdom of the cobbler sticking 
to his last. And the St. Louis Globe- 
Dumocrat tells a story which seems 
to hint that it is better for a 
black- 


smith not to attempt to 'mix music 
with his business: 
"On 
a 
certain 


western street there is a blacksmith 
shop, old and half in ruins and pre- 
sided over by an old and semi-ruined 
smith. Casual passers-by would sup- 
pose that this smith did a prosperous 
business, for his hammer is never still. 
But dwellers in the neighborhood ob- 
serve that customers seldom enter the 
portals of the establishment, though 
many idlers hang about the door to 
listen to the music of the hammer on 
the anvil and set' the -sparks fly. The 
trained ear may detect here a certain 
cadence, and it takes but little, imag- 
ination to connect 
these measured 


strokes into an unmistakable melody 
—the anvi! chorus from '11 Trovatore.' 
And thereby hangs a tale. Years ago, 
so runs the story, this was a most 
prosperous smithy, employing a dozen 
hands and doing a mighty business 
in horseshoeing ami the like. But that 
was before the smith conceived his 
great idea. The smith went to hear 
Verdi's great composition, and it set 
him to thinking. Now, thinking is no 
part of a blacksmith's business, and 
is an operation always attended with 
danger to the uninitiated. It was the 
undoing of the smith. His- great idea 
was to blend the aitit,!ic an-1 utilitar- 
ian in one harmonious whole; to in- 
fuse use with bpriuty: to imbue toil 
with all the charm of art. 
This 
he 


proposed to do in his shop by teach- 
ing his workmen to sing 
at 
their 


work, not aimlessly, but in melodies 


twenty dollars just as if money was no I exactly suited 
to the task in hand.
